To burn holes-in Glaſs. 


Hen Mr. Gore would make a hole in 

the belly of a Retort or Matraſs, or 
Receiver ot Glaſs, he did thus: Have ſome 
Cotton-yarn well Sulphured, lay it round 
ke a Snake upon the Glaſs, fillin g as much 
{pace as you would have. the Capacity of the 
hole, 
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hole, make a Circle of Tin, or the like, tq 
keep it in { bur be ſure there be not the leaſt 
moiſture upon the Glaſs, nor that it be very 
cold, for then it will break) ſet the Cor- 
ron on hre with a burning Coal laid upon it, 
and fo let it burn on, putting up within its 
compaſs the burning yarn ( with a Bodkin ) 
if 1t chance ro ſtretch, or ſwell wider than it 
ſhould, make your heat and burning gentle 
and moderate at hrit, .thar you may increaſe 
it by degrees, by crumbling Sulphur in Pow- 
der upon the burning Matter, it you find it 
needeth. 

When it hath burned a while, try gently 
by touching 1t with a little ſtick of Wood, 
whether the picce of Glaſs under the burn- 
ing Cotton wall fall in or out, but preſs nor 
roo hard, for fear of cracking that which 
ſhould be whole; for when it' 18 enough, it 
will fall in with the leaſt rouch, and leave a 
complear hole without any cracks in rhe 
Glaſs beſides. If you touch the heated glaſs 
with any moiſture, you not only make rhat 
which you would have ſepararcd away to 
fall in, bur you will crack and ſplit what 
you would have remain folid. You may 
put a Linnen Cloath in the Glaſs, for the 

ece to fall upon, left it ſhould break the 
Glaſs when ir falleth 1n.

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A Deſcription of a moſt convenient and very 
nſeful Furnace, which will not only ſerve 
for many Operations, as Melting, Calct- 
ning, Vitrifying, Reverberating, Diſtilling, 
Subliming, Digeſting, &c. But alſo for 
Coppelling, in ſmall and preat quantity , 
and that with the greateſt facility that 
can be; ſo that neither Coals nor Aſhes can 
fall into the Coppel, neither can the heat of 
the LH incommodate you by refletting m 
your Face and Eyes. 

The Fabrick of this Furnace, with its 

Structure ſee in the next Figure. 


An Explanation of this Figure. 


A. JR the whole Fabrick, which may be 

Built (or g904 Bricks) about two 
foot four inches in jer.zch; one foot fix 1n- 
ches in breadth; and about two toot four 
inches high. 

B. Is the fire place, which muſt be round, 
of the beſt and hardeſt Bricks ( it may allo 
be made of a fire ſtone) ir muſt be eight 
inches deep, and eight inches diameter ; at 
the bottom of it you may lay either a cloſe 
grate, or a thick Iron Plate full of holes. 

C. Is the Aſh-hole 8 Receptacle of the blaſt 
or wind ifluing from the Bellows, which mult

nue diſtilling until it become like a Syrup, 
then change the Recipient again, and diſhll 
with a ſtronger hire until it begin to ſmell of 
the fire, and that it be almoſt dry. ReCti- 
he this laſt and ſtrongeſt part by it ſelf, and 
put it to the weaker part, (keeping the 
flegm by it ſelf for another uſe) and reCti- 
he it together ſo often until there remain 
not the leaſt ſpot at the bottom of the Glaſs 
after the diſtillations, which muſt be to dry- 
neſs every time, and every time 1n a clean 
Retort : 'This is not a ſtrong Spirit of Vine- 
gar,nor needs it be,but this will do the Work. 
Then take 5vij. or vijj. of your Salt of Tar- 
tar, and diflolve it 1n as much of the faid 
Spirit, or more, as will diffolve it; let it 
ſtand, and it will ſettle ſome black feces ; 
then filter it, and'congeal, and calcine it as 

before, 
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before, but not with ſo ſtrong a fire; it muſt 
be ſcarce red-hot, and one hour will ſuffice ; 
grind it while it 1s hot, and diflolve it again 
in new diſtilled Vinegar as before, let the 
feces ſettle, then filter ir, congeal and cal- 
cine again as before. Repeat this, till it leave 
no feces behind, which will be in Seven or 
Eight times, it you have wrought well ; then 
when it is very dry,take Zj. of it to make a 
tryal, put it into a clean Glaſs body, and 
pour upon it ſo much high rectified Spirit 
of Wine, as will not only moiſten it, but 
that it be very thin; let it ſtand thus twenty 
four hours cloſe ſtopped in a very gentle 
heat, that it may be bur Blood-warm; then 
diſtill with a gentle fire. It the Spirit ſtays, 
and the flzgm come away, then proceed with 
the whole parcel; but if not, you muſt con- 
tinue the diffolution in diſtilled Vinegar, 
Filtration, Coagulation , and Calcination, 
as before, until you find (by trying) that 
the Spirit ſtayeth with the Salt, which it will 
do in a few times: Then proceed with the 
reſt of the parcel in the ſame manner as you 
did with the Ounce; continue the 1imbibition 
and diſtillation with Spirit of Wine fo often, 
till the Spirit of Wine come away as ſtrong 
as it was put on. 'Then here lyeth the Se- 
cret, to Sublime it : Diflolye the ſaid Salt of 


Tartar impregnated in the fegm of your 
L 3 diſtilled 
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diſtilled Vinegar, or in a very weak Spirit 
of Wine, uſing no more of the diflolvent 
than will diffolve it ; ſhake them well toge- 
ther, and it will inſtantly diſſolve all the beſt 
and fineſt part of the Salt of Tartar, and 
leave the courſe part of it, for that will not 
ſo eaſily diffolve. Pour oft the diffolution, 
and filter ir, then put it into a Cucurbite, 
and di{till off the flegm oft the Vinegar, or 
the weak Spirit of Wine, and then will the 
dry Spirit, or Aqua Sicca aſcend like the 
pureſt Iſickles dry that ever you ſaw; and 
this 1s the true Volatile Salr of Tartar, and 
Spirit of Wine, in forma Sal, and 1s the 
Vegetable Menſtruum, which will. diffolve 
leat © into an Oyliſh Subſtance in a very 
ventle hear. 

The Tartar which remaineth in the bot- 
rom of this Sublimation you muſt pur to 
that which was left undiflolved by the flegm 
of Vinegar, or weak Spirit of Wine, and 
proceed to fix more Spirit of Wine upon 
that, being firſt Calcined, but not fo long, 
nor with fo ſtrong a fire as formerly; and 
then diflolve it once in the Air, and it will 
leave more feces at this time than atany time 
before; then filter and congeal, and diffolve 
it in diftilled Vinegar as 4h, 0h And now 
you ſhall do more in three times than you 
atd all rhe times before, for the Tartar 15 
| altered 
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alrered in its Nature ; then proceed with it 
as before, imbibing with S.V. And thus 
you may fix as much S. V. as you pleaſe, 
and Sublime as many pure and clear Cryſtals 
as you pleaſe. 

Note, That when your Spirit of Wine is 
fixed on the Tartar, it will be as ſweet as 
Sugar; but when it 1s ſeparated, as above- 
ſag the Tartar will be of its old Nature, 


but fit to be impregnated again with much 
leſs trouble. 


The Dutch-mans Proceſs of Volatilizing Salt 
of Tartar, and Corporifying Spirit of Wine, 
& thus: 


E diflolveth his Tartar Calcined in di- 
{tilled Rain T, and being ſettled, hl- 

ters and congealeth, then Calcineth it for (1x 
or eight hours, ſo that it be only glowing 
hot, and no more: "Then Powder it, and 
diflolve it, filter, congeal, and reverberate, 
as before; and this he doth ſixteen or 
eighteen times, until the "Tartar ſettle little 
or no feces. Then take four or e:ght Ounces 
of it (or what you pleaſe) and pur it into 
a Cucurbite, and pour upon it the belt recti- 
hed Spirit of Wine, ſo much, that it may 
be well moiſtened, but not to ſwim over ir. 
Then he digeſteth it in B. AL. for a day, and 
L 4 then 
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then gently diſtills it oF, but the Spirit of 


Wine aſcenderh, and will not ſtay; when 
it 15 dry, he puts the Spirit of Wine back 
again upon it, and diſti}leth as before; and 
this he doth fo often (twelve or fourteen 
times) and then it will hold the Spirit of 
Wine, and the flegm will come away: This 
he doth with new Spirit of Wine; and when 
he findeth thar a pretty quantity 1s congealed 
with the Tartar, he grinds it ( being very 
dry ) and mixeth it with three parts of good

ſmoak from it, then ceaſe, and pur your

As ſoon as 1t 1s cold, 
it will be hard, but the Air will r@lvye it: 
Make thus what quantity of Honey you

Caput Mortuums ; put 3xij. of the Spirit yp- 
on as much pure Spirit of Wine, and it will 
- coagulate it all into a perfect dry Salt: Min- 
gle theſe 5 3xxiv. of Volatile Salt with Zvy. of 
Saltof Wine, Jiy. of Volatile Salr of Urine, 
and 5iv. of 7 Precipitate, and put them in- 
to a Body with Head, Limbeck, and Re- 
ceiver, and Sublime with gentle heat : Part 
cometh over in Spirit, and part riſeth in Salt.

After 
you have drawn off the Spirit and the flegm, 
evaporate the reſidue ( very gently) «/que 
ad pelliculam, then ſet in a cold place, and 
in hfteen days there were many Cryſtals in 
it; waſh theſe with the flegm of the Wine, 
from the blackneſs and foulneſs that is upon 
them. 'The 9 Precipitate was made thus : 
Diſfolve Ziv. of © in 3x. of A. F. made of 
two parts of Vitriol, and one of Nitre. Ex- 
rend the ſolution, by pouring a great quan- 
tity (eight or ten Paints) of fair 7 upon 
it; then pour upon it a Lixivium made of 
the fixed Salt of Wine and fair 9.

Onſteur Borel told me, that he had 
obſerved this in making the 'Tincture 
of & (by diſtilled Vinegar upon the Glaſs of

Vinegar 1s evaporated away (as Baſ. Val. 
reacheth ) he could never perceive that the 
7 evaporating carried away the remaining 
Salt of the Vinegar, but ſtill when the V 
was gone, and left the Powder dry, it was 
as ſalt as ever before, and was of a brown 
gray colour. Bur this he obſerved, that af- 
rer four or hve times diffolving in T and 
evaporating, the "TinEture Precipitated 
down very red, and the Salt of the diſtilled

led to a Prodigion bigneſs and 24s given over 
by the ableſt Phyſicians as incurable. Sir K. 
D. made the bargain between the Lord and 
the Dottor, who was to have five hundred 
pounds for the Cure : But when the Lord was 
Cured, he would give the Doctor no more 
than three hundred pounds, ſaymg, that five 
hundred pounds was too much money,and that 
all the Ingredients he uſed could not ſtand him 
in twenty ſhillings. "The Remedies were 
thus: Having hrit well purged the Patient 
with ſome fit Purge (as of '7alap, Manna, 
Sena) to carry away watry humours, he 
gave him the following Broth. A moderate 
Broth was made of Mutton, Chickens, and 
Capon, or Hen, but not Veal ; the Broth 
was not ſtrong of the Meat, nor too weak, 
but ſuch as the Patient might drink all the 
day, for he was to drink no other Liquor ; 
they made but about a pottle of Broth at a 
time, for- it would not keep : And for this 
quantity they took a Gallon of Water, into 
which 
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which the Doctor put above a handful of 
Garlick, and Roſemary, Penyroyal, Thyme, 
Sweet-marjoram,Fennel-roots, Parſley-roots, 
as alſo Currans, and a ſufficient quantity of | 
Salt. And after ſome days taking the Broth, |

SIR, 

Do not tell you that I have been Sick, 

(and that I am fo ſtill) ro Excuſe my 
ſelf -for having ſo long deterred an Anſwer 
unto your laſt rwo Letters, ec. It 1s true 
nevertheleſs, for I have laboured under dj- 
vers Diſtempers; but among the reſt, I have 
been ill of the Stone, and have had a Quar- 
tan Ague: I believe you will not be ſorry 
ro hear how I Cured my felt of both with- 
out the help of any Phyſician. For the 
Stone I took twelve grains of the Salt made 
of the Stones which were taken out of Men ; 
I diſſolved the ſaid Salt 1n a little water, and 
then I pur all into a Glaſs of Whitewine, 
and drank it oft, and walked abour my 
Chamber near two hours, at the end where- 
of ] had a great need to make water, and [ 
_ voided (with violence) a large Glaſs full 
of Gravel, which was ſo groſs, and fo rug- 
ged, that it cauſed me to void near a Pintof 
Blood ; the ſame thing happened to me three 
times, and every time I votded Blood, which 
made me judge that I ſhould have taken leſs 
Ot 
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of the ſaid Salt; yet I took it but once, but 
I felt a great pain and heavineſs in my Reins 
and Kidneys. The ſaid Stones were Calci- 
ned in a Potters Oven, and after they were 
Calcined, I extracted the Salt out of them 
with diſtilled Rain-water : The feces I Cal- 
cined again, and extracted the Salt as before, 
which 1 repeated fo often, till the ſaid Stones 
yielded no more'Salt. Note, "That to make 
this Salt for a Man, you muſt take the ſtones 
taken out of Men, and for a Woman, thoſe 
that are taken out of Women. And thus

As for the Quartan Ague, without having 
been Purged, or let Blood, at the fourth fit 
I took a Glaſs-full of the water of green

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The Preparation of Sir Kenelm Digby's Sym 
pathetical Powder,as we prepared it every 
Tear in his Laboratory, and as TI prepare 
it now, is only thm: 


' Ake what quantity you pleaſe of good 

Engliſh Vitriol, diflolve it tn warm wa- 
ter, but uſe no more water than will diffolve 
ir, leaving ſome of the impureſt part at the 
bottom undiflolyed : 'Then filrer the difſo- 
lution, and evaporate it until you fee a thin 
Skin upon it, then pur it in a cool place, and 
let it {tand without ftirring it for two or three 
days, covering 1t. looſely only,to keep things 
from fallingin.
